SAIGON (AP)— A lone North 
V i e t n a m e s e artillery shell 
killed an American genera] pro­ 
moted only 12 days ago and 
three other U.S. officers shortly 
after they landed at An Loc for

U.S. officers in the party were 
wounded. 
Brig. Gen. Richard Tallman, 
47, a native of Honesdale, Pa., 
was the eighth American gener­ 
al killed in the Vietnam War 
and the first in two years. A

crash in the 'Tonkin Gulf.

U. S. casualties with Tallman 
were withheld until notification 
of next of kin. But all were 
from the 3rd Region pi Assist­ 
ance Command, embracing Sai­ 
gon and 11 surrounding prov­ 
inces. Tallman had been the 
command’s chief of staff since 
last January, was named its 
deputy commander June 28 and 
the next day was promoted to 
brigadier general. 
He and members of his staff 
had flown on Sunday to An Loc, 
the provincial capital 60 miles 
north 
of 
Saigon, 
to 
inspect 
South Vietnamese units there. 
The town was under heavy 
North 
Vietnamese 
siege 
for 
weeks and is still being shelled 
daily. 
Field reports said more than 
50 enemy shells hit .An Loc Sun* 
day. killing seven .South Viet­ 
nam ese soldiers and wounding 
67. 
Tallman was a combat in­ 
fantry officer in Korea and was 
serving his third tour of duty in 
Vietnam. He is survived by his 
widow and seven children, in­ 
cluding one son who was gradu­

last 
month and another who is a 
member of the class of 1973. 
Tallman was graduated from 
the Point in 1949.

The report states the 
Kinman girl, who would have 
been a fourth grade student at 
St. Mary School this fall, was 
en route north on highway 3 
when struck by a car driven by 
Jam es Riley, 66, Pine Street, 
Knightstown. Riley told the sher­ 
iff the little girl swerved in 
front of his car and he was un­ 
able to avoid hitting her.

McGovern aides said Muskie

BLOOMINGTON, Ind. (AP)— 
Indiana University astronomer* 
said Hoosiers would see about a 
60 per cent eclipse of the sun 
this afternoon, the last solar 
eclipse 
visible 
from 
Indiana 
during this century. 
However, Dr. Frank K. Ed­ 
mondson, chairman of the In­ 
diana 
University 
Astronomy 
Department, said July was sort 
of a bonus month for Hoosiers 
as far as eclipses 
are con­ 
cerned. 
In addition to today's solar 
eclipse, a partial lunar eclipse 
will occur July 26. reaching its 
maximum about 2 a.m. 
The last total solar eclipe vis­ 
ible from Indiana was in 1970. 
A partial eclipse will be vis­ 
ible in Washington and Oregon 
In 1979 and the next tota* cel 
ipse visible to Hoosiers will be 
in 2024. In 2017 there will be a 
total solar eclipse visible from 
California to Georgia, Edmond­ 
son said. 
Weather permitting, the ecl­ 
ipse 
will 
be 
visible 
starting 
about 2:20 p.m. in Indiana and 
it will reach a maximum of 60 
per cent by about 3:30. with the 
end about an hour later, he 
added.

directly at the sun, even when 
using smoked glass or film. Of­

CLOVIS, N.M. (AP) - The 
man who sang baritone when 
the original Stamps Gospel Mu­ 
sic 
Quartet 
was 
performing 
“ Give the World a Smile’1’1 back 
in 1927, says he sees a new 
surge of youthful interest in old 
time gospel music. 
“It died down with the youth 
for quite a while, hut in the 
past three or four years, it’s 
really gotten to be popular,” 
said Odis “ Pop” Echols, 69. of 
Clovis, whose gospel music ca­ 
reer spans a half a century. 
Me said gospel music quar­ 
tets 
are receiving 
more 
in­ 
vitations to appear on college 
campuses, and the young set 
takes over at the National Gos­ 
pel Mu.sic Associat ton meeting s 
in Nashville, Tenn. 
“We old boys don’t get to 
sing anymore,” he said, noting 
that young people “all driving 
big buses” do the performing. 
The Imperials, who used to 
be with Elvis Presley, the new 
Stamps Quartet, the Statesmen 
and other well-known groups 
“play” colleges now '“where for 
several years they didn’t so 
much,” Echols said. 
Echols' son, Odis Jr., now' a 
state senator who used to sing 
with his father’s Melody Boys 
Gospel Music Quartet, said he 
also sees a “big trend” of inter­ 
est toward gospel music. 
“You see it in the young mu­ 
sicians,” he said. The old hymn 
“Amazing Grace” and ‘"‘Turn 
Your Radio On” have been re­ 
cent record hits, he said. 
The elder Echols, co-author 
of the song “Sugartime” made 
famous by the McGuire Sisters 
in 1958, said about 10 young 
groups wil be competing in the 
amateur contest of the Odis 
“ Pop” 
Echols 
Gospel 
Music 
Spectacular today 
in 
Clovis, 
about 100 miles southwest of 
Amarillo, Tex. 
The event, honoring Echols, 
will feature such standouts as 
J.D. Sumner and the Stamps 
Quartet of 
Nashville, 
Tenn., 
James 
Blackwood 
and 
the 
Blackwood Brothers of Mem­ 
phis, Tenn., Hovie Lister and 
the Statesmen of Atlanta, Ga 
Clovis Mayor Chick Taylor 
also has proclaimed today as 
“Pop” Echols Day. 
The Stamps quartet that ap­ 
pears today is what Echols 
calls “this young Stamps Quar­ 
tet.” 


The 
Stamps 
group 
Echols 
was with back in the early 20s 
was a rebel in its day, he said. 
“We were called modern, and 
we almost were thrown out by 
some churches. Some people 
thought we were a little too 
rhythmic,” he said. 
“We were the first gospel 
singers to do rhythm type spiri­ 
tuals. and the first to he on a 
big label in the southern United 
States,” says Echols, who also 
lays claim to starting the mus­ 
tache among gospel singers in 
1935. 
“The 
Beatles 
started 
long 
hair. I started the mustache,” 
he said in an interview. 
“ Give the World a Smile” by 
the Stamps Quartet on the Vic­ 
tor label sold a half million 
records. 
In 1931 he formed his own 
quartet, Odis Echols and the 
Melody Boys, and they gave 
one night stands throughout the 
South and the Southwest. 
“We charged admission of 15 
cents for children and 25 cents 
for adults,” he said. 
Gospel music lovers during 
the Korean War might remem­ 
ber their singing “When the 
Battles 
are 
Over 
the 
Boys 
Come Marching Home.” 
Echols 
said, 
“ Entire 
au­ 
diences would be in tears. It 
was a beautiful, very touching 
song.” 
Echols said the Melody Boys 
were the first gospel quartet to 
have a program series on net­ 
work radio in 1940-41. He said 
the 
quartet, 
singing 
out 
of 
Louisville, Ky., reached over 
300 stations coast to coast. 


Echols was born and reared 
in a family of 10 brothers and 
sisters who liked to sing. 
“But I was the only one who 
made it a profession,” he said. 
In New Mexico in 1924, Ech­ 
ols drove hia model-T automo­ 
bile 
throughout eastern New 
Mexico and West Texas where 
he taught music in schools that 
had no public school music pro­ 
grams. 
“I’d go and teach one hour a 
day in public schools, and then 
the 
whole 
community 
would 
come back to the achoolhouae 
at night, and I’d taach them 
how to direct aongi and laad 
music,” he said. 
Echols did his first radio 
broadcast in 1924 in Amarillo, 
Tex. After his tour with the 
Stamps Quartet and formation 
of his own Melody Boys, he 
purchased the Hartford. Pub­ 
lishing Co. and published gospel 
song books in Hot Springs, Ark. 
Then, in 1953, he, his lata 
wife Grace, and his son Odis 
Jr. 
purchased 
Radio Station 
KCLV in Clovis and, “We kept 
it 18 years.” They also owned 
Radio Station KINT in El Paso, 
Tex., for about five years.

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Methodists In National Disast er Fund Appeal 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. - An 
appeal to Indiana United Meth­ 
odists is going out for support 
of a new National Disaster Fund 
created following the nation’s 
first major 1972 storm, which 
spread destruction across east­ 
ern states in late June, Bishop 
Reuban H. Mueller, head of the 
Indiana Area, said today. 
Although the full extent of 
da'maga to churches, parsonages 
and paoplt is still not fully 
known, the Central Pennsylvan­ 
ia Conference alone estimates a 
half-million dollars in loss, the 
bishop said. 
“Our people have always re­ 
sponded to need of this kind, 
and I feel the churches will 
share out of their plenty and 
their 
safety 
to 
help 
people 
sturck by disaster,” the Indian­ 
apolis bishop said. 
July SO has been set by the 
United Methodist Council of Bis­ 
hops as the offering day for the 
new disaster fund, established a 
week after the storm. 
It will be administered by 
the United Methodist Committee 
on Relief, which since May has 
responsibility' for disaster relief 
in the United States as well as 
overseas. 
The most serious damage re­ 


ports came from St. Andrew’s 
Church, Milton, Pa., and East 
Main Street Church in Lock Ha­ 
ven, Pa., with some $75,000 loss 
to each, Bishop Mueller said. 
Few United Methodist church­ 
es were 'known to have been 
destroyed in the flooding follow­ 
ing the recent storm, but many 
had water in sanctuaries and 
classrooms. 
Numerous 
other 
churches served as medical and 
relief centers, 
and 
volunteer 
crews were out to help the 
cleanup. 
Under its new domestic man­ 
date, UMCOR was hit with two 
flood situations in June. In Rap­ 
id 
City, 
South 
Dakota, 
it 
gave 
an 
initial 
contribution 
through the interdenominational 


Church World Service. 
Administration of disaster re­ 
lief funds will be through ecu­ 
menical channels wherever pos­ 
sible, Bishop Mueller said. 
Relief aid will be first for 
suffering prsons, regardless of 
race, color, or creed: second for 
United Methodist persons; tiiivd 
for United Methodist property;
